Mr. DREIER, from the Committee on Rules,

REPORT

[To accompany H. Res. 272]

The Committee on Rules, having had under consideration House
Resolution 272, by a record vote of 9 to 4, report the same to the
House with the recommendation that the resolution be adopted.

BRIEF SUMMARY OF PROVISIONS OF RESOLUTION

The resolution provides that the proceedings by which the con-
ference report was filed are vacated and that the managers are au-
thorized to immediately refile the report in the form actually
signed and ordered reported, with the corrected part printed in sec-
tion 3 of the rule. The rule further provides that the existing signa-
tures of the conferees shall remain valid as authorizing the presen-
tation of the conference report to the House in its corrected form.

The rule then provides for the consideration of the newly filed
conference report to accompany H.R. 2491, the Seven Year Bal-
anced Budget Act. The rule waives all points of order against the
conference report and against its consideration. The rule provides
for two hours of debate equally divided and controlled by the chair-
man and ranking minority member of the Budget Committee. The
rule provides for one motion to recommit the conference report
which may not contain instructions. Finally, the rule provides that
following disposition of the conference report, no further action on
the bill is in order except by subsequent order of the House.
